Per Capita 
Debt Lower 
By About $3 

City Issues Fewer New 
Bonds Than Ones Paid Off 

Announcement was made this 
week of a further reduction in the 
net per capita debt of the city of 
at least three dollars this year, b. 
Comptroller of Accounts Daniel A 
White. This year the city has re- 
tired $640,000 in bonds while is- 
suing but $420,000 in new funds 
of this type. At the end of 1941 
the total net debt of the city was 
$5,791,000 and with a reduction of 
about $220,000 now stands at $5,- 
571,000. 

The per capita debt in 1939 was 
$94.44 and last year it dropped to 
$8287. On the basis of present 
figures the net per capita debt is 
now a little more than $79, the 
lowest since 1925. 

The current per capita debt is 
based upon the 1940 census figures 
of $69,873 persons while that in 
1935 was based upon a population 
figure of 53,003 with a total net 
debt of $3,779,915.49. The per 
capita debt for that year was 
$71.31. 

It is pointed out that the reduc- 
tion of $11 in the per capita net 
debt in 1939 may have been part- 
ly due to an underestimate of the 
population prior to the U. S. de- 
cennial census. The continual re- 
duction in the net debt of the city 
is due to the policy of the city 
government in refraining from 
large undertakings which entail 
large bond issues.

The adoption of a revised salary 
schedule for Newton teachers will 
be sought in the future according 
to an announcement last week by 
Superintendent of Schools Julius 
E. Warren in his annual report to 
the School Committee. The pro- 
posed revision is contained in a 
report of a committee of the New- 
ton Teachers’ Federation which 
made a detailed study of the sub- 
ject during the past year and 
which report “will receive further 
considerat : on by the School Com- 
mittee in the fall of 1941.” 

The teachers’ committee, elect- 
ed from the membership of the 
Teachers’ Federation, held twen- 
ty-one meetings. In May the com- 
mittee met in joint session with 
the School Committee to present 
and discuss their preliminary re- 
port, wh : ch includes a definite pro- 
posal for the revised salary sched- 
ule. 

The teachers’ committee consid- 
ered various factors, collected and 
analyzed data in respect to (1) 
cost of living of Newton teachers; 
(2) teacher salary rate in com- 
parable and competing communi- 
ties; (3) comparative wage rates 
in other occupations; (4) the pro- 
fessional training status of New- 
ton teachers; and (5) facts relat- 
ing to school support in Newton 
and other communities. 

Superintendent Warren in his 
report with reference to the sal- 
ary study stated that on March 
25, 1940, the school committee re- 
quested the Newton Teachers’ 
Federation to elect a committee 
to make the detailed study. The 
participation of Newton in the 
national three-year study of the 
Teacher-Education Commission 
ior the Improvement of Teaching 
presented an opportunity for New- 
ton to seek the aid of the Com- 
mission in securing a nationally 
recognized expert in the field of 
school personnel problems. Ac- 
cordingly the Commission as- 
signed Dr. Willard S. Ellsbree, 
Professor of Education at Colum- 
bia University, as consultant. On 
April 23, 1940, the Teachers’ Fed- 
eration elected the committee to 
make the study. 

The committee report, which 
has not been made public, is the 
result of the deliberations of the 
committee and the consultant 
during the past year. 

Standardized Budget 

In his report to the School Com- 
m'ttee the Newton Superintendent 
stated that “for the first time the 
budget for the school year 1941 
was prepared according to stan- 
dard school budget classifications, 
with the School Committee acting 
as a “finance committee of the 
whole” in the preparation of this 
basic document. The standard 
budget form is characterized as 
constituting a ‘major improve-

Newton Centre 
Merchants Protest 
One-Way Proposal 

A protest against the proposed 
traffic regulation designating 
Sumner st., Newton Centre, as a 
one-way thoroughfare, has been 
received by Alderman Maxwell P. 
Gaddis, chairman of the traffic 
committee of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen. The protest is made 
by Newton Centre Business Men’s 
Association. The proposal would 
make Sumner st., which inter- 
sects with Langley rd. and Bea- 
con sts. about 100 yards east of 
Newton Centre sq., a one-way 
street from Willow st. to Beacon 
st. in that direction. The protest 
states that if traffic is rerouted 
from Sumner st. it would add to 
congestion on Beacon st., Langley 
rd. and residential streets in the 
vicinity which would be used as 
detours by motorists turning oil 
of Beacon st. 

The communication is signed 
by John W. Ryan, president of the 
Newton Centre Business Men’s 
Association; William Skelton, and 
the following members of the ex- 
ecutive committee, C. L. Hynes, 
Charles Sprague, Albert F. Bona- 
zoli, Lucius C. Chandler and Fred 
D. Bond. 

The letter states that the atten- 
tion of the association is directed 
to the Sumner st. situation by the 
plan to “relieve congestion and 
remove danger to pedestrians” by 
a local civic group. The measure 
would not solve the problem be- 
cause it would be necessary to re- 
route traffic from Beacon st. eith- 
er through Chesley rd. and Ever- 
ett st. to Sumner or through 
Langley rd. 

The Chesley rd. detour, the let- 
ter stated, would “crowd traffic

Those who had occas on to remain 
open at night for repair and other 
purposes reported numerous in- 
teresting experiences. 

William Bolick, night man at 
Peck’s Station at 361 Washington 
st., Newton, was compelled to re- 
fuse sale of gasoline to a car con- 
taining soldiers from Camp Ed- 
wards. When the soldier-driver 
appeared in the name of “Na- 
t onal Defense’’ the station at- 
tendant replied that “it is for the 
sake of national defense that we 
are closing at 7 o’clock.” It has 
not been learned whether the sol- 
diers got back to Camp Sunday 
night or not. Bolick stated that 
he refused about a dozen drivers. 

Dana B. Clark of Newtonville 
reported more than normal sale 
during the day, prior to the clos- 
ing hour. Edward Vediccio of 
Watertown st., Nonantum, report- 
ed about a normal day. 

Henry Dath of 1545 Washing- 
ton st., West Newton, found his 
business cut in half and expressed 
the belief that the early closing 
time would have the desired effect 
in conserving gas consumption. He 
stated that all gas station own- 
ers favored the early closing.

Aluminum Fills 
Five Large Trucks 


The "parade of pots and pans’ 
was the spectacle witnessed by 
Newton residents last week 
Thursday afternoon when a pro- 
cession of five huge trucks left the 
city yards at Crafts st. for South 
Boston. Tl#e trucks were carry- 
ing Newton’s contribution to the 
nation-wide aluminum drive which 
went over the top under the lead- 
ership of State Director Lee Wit- 
ney. Newton’s drive, which ex- 
ceeded the local quota, was in 
charge of John M. Bierer, chair- 
man of the Defense Committee of 
the Newton Public Safety Com- 
mittee, and thirteen local village 
chairmen. 

Total metal collected in the city 
weighed nearly seven ton. The ex- 
act weight was 13,805 pounds of 
aluminum. The loads were weighed 
before departing for the concen- 
tration point in the Storey Build- 
ing at 3432 Farnsworth st.. South 
Boston. The work of loading and 
unloading the trucks was carried 
on under the direction of Albert 
J. Stuart, traffic foreman of the 
Street Department. The trucks 
left in the afternoon but were 
forced to wait in line to unload 
at the warehouse and it was mid- 
night before the men returned 
home. 

Although the local drive was 
held on Thursday, July 24th con- 
tributions continued to pour into 
the Crafts st. yard. More than 
100 volunteer workers took part 
in the house-to-house collection of 
the articles and about 100 cars 
were used, in addition to street 
department trucks. It was re- 
ported that with prohibition only 
a memory that several hip flasks 
had been contributed. Other odd 
contributions in the local collec- 
tion were outboard motors and 
washing machines.

ARP Wardens To Make 
Survey Of Homes 

Every Newton home will be pro- 
vided with a copy of the "black- 
out handbook" in the near future 
according to plans of the local 
ARP School which held its final 
meeting of the course at the New- 
ton High School auditorium last 
Monday evening. The classes in 
first aid which have been held in 
the various village school buildings 
end next Wednesday night. Grad- 
uation ceremonies of the local 
ARP School to be held next 
Monday evening at the Dickinson 
stadium, Newtonville, have been 
postponed. 

District air raid wardens are in- 
structed to deliver the handbooks 
to every house in the area of the 
district and to make a later visit, 
after opportunity has been given 
to study the manual, and make a 
co-operative survey of each home. 

A lecture on blackouts was 
given Monday evening by Neil 
W. Rice, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Blackouts of the Protec- 
tion Division of the Mass. Com- 
mittee on Public Safety. Approx- 
imately 1000 city air wardens have 
been attending the course. 

Mr. Neil defined the term black- 
out as a permanent condition un- 
der which normal outside light- 
ing is shielded or eliminated and 
inside lights are obscured so that 
military objectives are difficult for 
enemy pilots to locate. He said 
it was a purely military measure 
rather than civilian defense. He 
continued. “During blackouts, vi- 
tal activities must go on, others 
must stop, irrespective of cost or 
inconvenience. There must be re- 
striction on the use of automo- 
biles, slowing of trains and traf- 
fic. discontinuance of after-dark 
public gatherings. Such sacrifices 
are a military necessity as well as 
a public safeguard." 

Blackout Safeguards 

He stated that military authori- 
ties would impose blackouts when 
certain areas are affected upon the 
establishment by the enemy of 
bases close enough for etTective

The sup- 
porters of the move are seeking 
to change the law to "allow all 
physicians to provide medical con- 
traceptive care to married persons 
for the protection of life and 
health.” 

The question has been debated 
at length by the State Legislature 
for successive years over a con-j 
siderublc period but changes in 
the law have always been reject- 
ed. The current move to bring 
the matter before the people is a 
result of the legislature’s defeat 
of all such proposals together with 
u court decision a year or two ago 
against several prominent in- 
dividuals identified with the "birth 
control" movement. 


A reduction of 72 cents in the 
per pupil cost of operating the 
Newton public schools was noted 
in the statistical tables accom- 
panying the annual report of Su- 
perintendent of Schools Julius E. 
Warren. The per pupil cost 
reached a peak of S125.71 in 1939. 
The 1940 cost was $124.99. 

The tables also denote the 
amounts expended by the public 
buildings department for repairs 
and improvements to buildings and 
by the forestry and recreation de- 
partments for maintenance, and 
by the Board of Health for serv- 
ices. bringing the 1940 per pupil 
cost to $133.98, an increase of 85 
cents.

Rotary Club 


Roland Hall Sharpe, Ph.D., Lat- 
in American specialist of the 
I Christian Science Monitor, was 
the speaker at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club 
held on Monday at the Brae Bum 
Country Club. He spoke on the 
topic "Our Lat'n American Neigh- 
bors,” a subject in which Dr. 
Sharpe is well versed. He has 
made several trips to South Amer- 
' ica, the most recent being in 
1 March and April of this year. He

situation as its effects this coun- 
try is now about eighty-five per 
cent encourag'ng as against fifty 
1 per cent three months ago. The 
governments and peoples of those 
countries are at last beginning to 
1 recognize and deal with the men- 
1 ace of Nazi infiltration in their 
I homelands. 

A year ago at the Havana con- 
' ference most of the South Amer- 
1 ican countries held back on co- 
operating with the United States 
1 because they could not see how 
1 things were eventually going to 
I end in Europe. They were nec- 
I essarily cautious because their 
i livelihood depends entirely on ex- 
* port trade and the largest part of 
this trade was with Europe. 
There were scattered groups, such 
i as "Alerta Argentina, '* which rec- 
I ognized the dangers hut were un- 
1 able to arouse the politicians and 
the general public to action until 
1 very recently. 

According to Dr. Sharpe all 
Nazi subversive activities in South 
America are part of carefully 
laid plans for world domination. 
The recent stirring up of border 
trouble between Peru and Bolivia 
was part of this program. Through 
governmental seizures in Bolivia 
and Argentina many details of 
this subversive program have been 
uncovered. 

As regards the business situa- 
tion the majority of South Amer- 
ican products will always be ex- 
ported to Europe because, for the 
most part, they raise the same 
products that the United States 
does, thereby preventing their 
sale here. For the same reason 
an isolated Western Hemisphere 
is not feasible. The task of mak- 
ing the United States known in 
South America is still a tremen- 
dous one but when South Amer- 
icans do know us they like the 
people and the country. 

The strategic value of South 
America to the United States is 
paramount. It would immeasura- 
bly increase our danger if a high- 
ly organized hostile force were lo- 
cated there. However Dr. Sharpe 
said, “The increasing boldness of 
South American governments in 
dealing with subversive Nazi ac- 
tivities undoubtedly indicates that 
the astute politicians there are 
convinced that Germany’s chances 
of a final victory in Europe are 
remote." In conclusion the speak- 
er felt that as long as South 
America is alert to the danger 
and will work with us, and that 
affairs in Europe go satisfactorily 
from our point of view, there will 
be no danger to us from that sec- 
tor. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Joseph Limric of the Program 
Committee and President Charles 
H. Meeker presided. President 
Meeker announced that the an- 
nual conference of this Rotary 
District will be held on Tuesday. 
August 12th, at the Wellesley 
Country Club. The Needham 
Club is acting as host for the con- 
ference and has arranged an ex- 
ceptionally fine program for the 
all-day affair. Many Newton Ro- 
tarians are planning to attend.

ment’ in school ndm nistration in 
that it provides both the School 
Committee and the Board of Al- 
dermen. which appropriates the 
money necessary, with adequate 
Information upon which to base 
action; is descriptive of the func- 
tion which the requested money 
is to serve; ennbles the appropri- 
at ng body to deal with broader 
and more fundamental policies in- 
stead of minute items; increases 
the amount of supporting evi- 
dence: and facilitates careful ex- 
penditure and disbursement of 
funds by the School department. 

Defense Training 

Superintendent Warren out- 
lines the school department’s par- 
ticipat on in the national defense 
training program stating: 

During the past year the serv- 
ices and facilities of the Newton 
Trade School have undergone 
rapid expansion due to the defense 
activities of the Federal Govern- 
ment. From the standpoint of this 
community, a dual purpose is 
served by the establishment of 
courses under the National De- 
fense Training Act; (1) the train- 
ing helps alleviate the shortage of 
skilled workers for defense indus- 
tries. and (2) it helps restore men 
and women to jobs because en- 
rollces are taken directly from 
the rolls of the WPA and the 
Massachusetts State Employment 
Service. The entire cost is borne 
by the Federal Government. To 
date more than S61.000 has been 
allotted to Newton. 

The first course in Machine 
Shop Pract ce was started on July 
15, 1940, and enrolled forty men. 
Since that time, eleven separate 
courses have been completed and 
three more are now under way. 
These eight-hour a day sessions, 
running from seven to fifteen 
weeks, have meant twenty-four 
hour utilization of the Trade 
School plant. Courses have been 
offered in Machine Shop Practice, 
welding, and. for women, a course j 
in light manufacturing. To date 
more than five hundred persons 
have been enrolled. Most of those 
who have completed the course 
are now regularly employed at 
substantial rates of pay. 

In addition to the foregoing, 
three courses in supplementary 
Shop Mathematics for Machinists 
are being operated at the Water- 
town Arsenal in co-operation with 
the United States Ordinance De- 
partment. As a result of these 
three courses over four hundred 
machinists are receiving training 
useful to National Defense. 

Services of Commission 

The report continues with ref- 
erence to the services of the Na- 
tional Teacher Education Commis- 
sion which selected Newton as one 
of fourteen school systems in the 
United States and contributing to 
the Newton program of education 
and teacher growth. Among the 
tangible services rendered have 
been prov ding Newton with 
representation at educational con- 
ferences; providing funds to assist 
Newton teachers working on New- 
ton problems in summer study (14 
teachers during the summer of 
1940 and 21 during the summer of 
1941); making available for three 
periods during the past school 
year the services of Dr. Carolyn 
Zachary of Vassar Institute of Eu- 
then cs who has met with teach- 
ing groups throughout the city; 
providing the advice and counsel 
of Dr. Charles E. Prall, Commis- 
sion co-ordinator, who has peri- 
odically aided the Teachers’ Coun- 
cil in setting up and conducting 
Newton teacher committees study- 
ing specific problems; and provid- 
ing a Newton teacher with a 
three-months fellowship for the 
fall of 1941 in the appraisal of 
an educational program. 

With reference to the Newton 
Teachers’ Council activities the re- 
port tells of the organization of 
four city-wide voluntary commit- 
tees of teachers and laymen work- 
ing on (1) revision of the high 
school curriculum; (2) a balanc- 
ing of community, school and 
home pressures on pupil time and 
energy; (3) a study of the teach- 
er’s responsibility beyond that of 
subject-matter achievement and 
(4) the study of the real needs of 
boys and girls. 

Superintendent Warren revealed 
the conduct of a health survey 
in the schools by the Health and 
Public Buildings departments, 
with extensive attention to the 
general health and personal hy- 
g eno facilities provided in the 
schools. “While action on cer- 
tain of the recommendations re- 
lating to toilets, handwashing, 
and drinking facilities is not en- 
tirely within the scope of the 
School department’s authority 
the survey has already proved 
most valuable in gu ding the 
schools’ efforts to maintain such 
facilities at the proper standard. 
This survey is but one more evi- 
dence of the helpful co-operation 
which the Health Department has 
rendered constantly over a period 
of years in maintaining school 
buildings as healthful places for 
eh ldren to live in during the 
school day.”

bombing. Such areas will be per- 
manently blacked out until the 
enemy has been dislodged. The 
blacking out of homes and resi- 
dences is the responsibility of the 
occupant of the premises. Un- 
used windows and doors should be 
blocked up permanently while ex- 
posed windows and doors should 
be treated to prevent splintering 
glass, to prevent any light from 
inside from being visible on the 
outside. Other light sources such 
as ornamental lights, porch and 
entrance lights, outside fires and 
glow of any kind should bo elim- 
inated. 

He listed the following general 
rules as to the movement of in- 
dividuals during blackouts: 

Stay off the streets between sun- 
down and sun-up. 

Wear something white. 

Do not hurry. Walk close to 
buildings rather than near curb. 

Cross highways at the cross- 
walks. 

Pay attention to traffic lights. 

Don’t stand around, avoid 
crowds. 

Do not light matches or use any 
flame, glow, or light not author- 
ized under blackout regulations. 

As for motor vehicles, he said 
that all cars except those espe- 
cially licensed for blackout driv- 
ing by the registrar of motor ve- 
hicles must remain off the high- 
ways between sun-down and sun- 
up. 

Newton Warden Rules 

Chief Warden William V. M. 
Fawcett of Newton has issued the 
following instructions on black- 
outs to the Newton wardens: 

1. It is your duty to instruct 
and help all building occupants 
on blackout preparations. 

2. Deliver handbook on black- 
out to every house in your area 
and urge study by house occu- 
pants. 

3. At a later date after your 
neighbors have had an opportunity 
to study their blackout manuals 
make a survey of each house in 
co-operation with occupants. Plan 
exactly the treatment for each 
window, door, skylight, and ma- 
terial and fixtures necessary for 
adequate blackout. Make careful 
notes that will be available for 
use when blackout order is given. 
There will be a rush at that time. 
Have plans made in advance for 
emergency use. 

After Blaekout Order 

He issued the following instruc- 
tions for "after blackout order”: 

1. You will be responsible for 
any light that shows in your 
area. 

2. Check each house to see if it 
is adequately prepared. 

3. Observe each house at least 
once each evening for light leaks. 
If such leakage is found, see that 
i f . is corrected at once.

Inc rease But 
Value Is Lower 

The number of building permits 
issued by the Public Buildings de- 
partment in July was greater in 
number but showed a drop in to- 
tal value of those issued in the 
corresponding month a year ago. 
A total of 107 permits were is- 
sued for projects with a total 
value of $340,930 in July 1941. In 
July 1940 there were 101 permits 
: ssued with a total value of $440,- 
745. The trend is similar to that 
for the first seven months of the 
year. 

In 1940 for the first seven 
months 525 permits were issued 
with u total value of $1,624,870. 
This year for the same seven 
months period 557 permits were 
issued with a total value of $1,- 
593,780. In 1939 there were 529 
permits issued, valued at $1,765,-

dwellings and four for two-family 
houses.

Traffic Report 
Shows Downward 
Accident Trend 

The report of the Police Traf- 
fic bureau issued last Saturday re- 
veals an improved accident rec- 
ord in Newton over that of July 
1940. Last month there were 15 
automobile accidents as compared 
with 24 accidents in July of 1940. 
Four drivers were injured in July 
of this year as against 12 in July 
1940. There was only one pedes- 
trian injured this July as against 
four in July a year ago. Bicycle 
victims showed a drop of from five 
to four in the two July months. 
Accidents in which property dam- 
age alone resulted were reduced 
from 19 in July 1940 to 16 for 
July of this year. There were no 
fatalities in either July of this 
year or last. 

The traffic bureau’s report 
showed that Newton automobile 
dealers sold 754 cars in July com- 
pared with 976 in June. Private 
sales or transfers of cars num- 
bered 129 in July and 116 in June. 
Cars sold under second hand li- 
censes or used cars numbered 27 
in July compared with 70 in June. 
Autos sold by third class dealers, 
for junk and likewise, were 49 in 
July and 38 in June. Waivers of 
the four-day requirement of the 
sale or transfer of cars numbered 
40 in July and 27 in June. 

Police halted 1,140 motorists 
for traffic violation in Newton 
during the month of July. Of this 
number 327 were brought before 
the court. Newton res dents num- 
bered 91 and non-residents 237. In 
this group were 31 Newton resi- 
dents and 50 non-residents who 
were "repeaters."

Show Nazi Plane At 
Norumbega Park 

A Messerschmitt 109 fighter 
plane shot down in a raid over 
London after downing five Allied 
planes will be exhibited at Nor- 
umbega Park, Auburndale, on 
Sunday, August 10th, only, from 
10 a. m. to 10 p. m. 

This captured plane is the only 
one of its kind in the western 
hemisphere. 

Manager Roy Gill is donating 
the entire park admission fees of 
ten cents for adults and five cents 
for children to Bundles for Bri- 
tain, to benefit the civilian and 
medical relief fund. There will 
be no further charge to inspect 
the plane. 

Throughout the day, Flight 
Scrgt. William Gray, of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, will lecture 
on aerial episodes in the battle 
of Britain. He has three Nazi 
planes to his credit. 

Victories of the Nazi fighter 
over one British, two Czech and 
two French planes are tallied by 
five trophy stripes on the tail as- 
sembly. The ship has a yellow 
nose to show it flew with a squa- 
dron that was the pick of the 
German air force. 

The Messerschmitt was brought 
to this country by Bundles for 
Britain under a $50,000 bond. It 
is powered with a Daimler-Benz 
motor of 1150 horsepower, capable 
of a top speed of 354 miles per 
hour and a cruis ng range of 621 
miles. It is armed with a 25 cal- 
ibre machine gun in each wing, 
two more in the motor cowling, 
and a 23 mm. cannon in the pro- 
peller hub.

to the happiness of living. 
America can and will show 
that we can “take it” when 
the need arises. 
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Draft Extension 

There is a decidedly divided 
opinion on the extension of 
the draft regulations to re- 
quire service by our youth in 
the Army under peace-time 
conscription. We believe the 
increasingly stringent situa- 
tion calls for an extension of 
service on the part of those 
who have the physical abil- 
ity and circumstances of en- 
^ vironment and family life 
'which permit of their service 
without hardship. During the 
past year most Selective 
Service Boards and Army in- 
duction officers have exer- 
cised good judgment in the 
matter of deferment of serv- 
ice. Those who were induct- 
ed under the “one-year” pro- 
vision or “promise” might 
well have their individual 
cases reviewed when it comes 
to a question of their con- 
tinuance in service for the ex- 
tension period. We are all “in 
it” for the duration — no mat- 
ter how one looks at it.

Arrest Thirteen In West Newton Riot 


Wild Melee in West Newton Square 
Late Saturday Night Quelled By 
Thirty Poliee — Five Slightly Hurt 


Big Battle Is Climax 
Of Smaller Skirmishes 


A fair sized “riot” in West New- 
ton sq. last Saturday night, at- 
tracting hundreds of motorists and 
bystanders, was quelled by New- 
ton police almost in front of po- 
lice headquarters, resulting in the 
arraignment of 13 men in court on 
Monday morning. A warrant has 
been issued for a fourteenth ar- 
rest but the alleged culprit had 
suddenly left town and has not 
been located. The riot, the wild- 
est in the city’s history, also re- 
sulted in the largest crowd of 
spectators ever to gather in the lo- 
cal court room. 

A soldier, Robert P. Flaherty. 
20, of 19 Austin st., Newtonville, 
accused as one of the ringleaders 
in the series ot riots which took 
place, pleaded not guilty to 
charges of inciting a riot and as- 
sault and battery upon Patrolman 
Charles J. Lynch. He was held 
in $1000 bail and the case con- 
tinued until August 23rd. His 
brother, John J. Flaherty, of the 
same address was held in $500 bail 
on charges of drunkenness, dis- 
turbing the peace and assault and 
battery on Patrolman Leo S. Gag- 
non. He pleaded not guilty and 
his case was likewise continued 
to August 23rd. He was arrested 
Sunday morning about 8:30. 

The only case disposed of on 
Monday was that of Edward J. 
Stascik, 22, a soldier at Fort 
Wright, N. Y. who was charged 
with loitering. He pleaded not 
guilty but was found guilty by 
Judge Thomas Weston .and his 
case placed on file. 

The other defendants, whose 
cases were put over until August 
23rd were:

peace; Thomas Connelly, 23, of 
881 Watertown st., West Newton, 
pleaded not guilty to loitering and 
sauntering; Robert Roche, 20, of 
Fernwood rd., West Newton, en- 
tered no plea to a charge of loit- 
ering; Francis L. McDonald, 45, 
of 39 Auburndale ave., West New- 
ton, pleaded not guilty to loiter- 
ing; Philip Scordamalayia, 31, of

Newton Stores 
To Reduce 
Deliveries 

In Move To Assist In 
Conserving Gasoline 

In a co-operative defense ef- 
fort to conserve gasoline the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce this 
week announced that retail con- 
cerns in the city had taken steps 
to reduce deliveries of merchan- 
dise. The retail trade commit- 
tee of the local organization is- 
sued a statement urging resi- 
dents to assist in reducing the 
consumption of gasoline used by 
delivery trucks by purchasing sev- 
eral days’ supply of merchandise 
at one time and also suggesting 
"doubling up” when going shop- 
ping by using one car for several 
families of friends and neighbors. 

Secretary Rupert C. Thompson 
also urged all automobile owners 
in the city to save at least one 
gallon of gasoline a day. He 
pointed out that with 27,000 reg- 
istered motor vehicles in the city 
this saving would mean 169,000 
gallons per week. Referring to 
the reduced number of deliveries 
by retail stores he said, “It takes 
just as much gas to deliver a yeast 
cake as a complete dinner.” 

It is authoritatively stated that 
unless a reduction of approximate- 
ly one-third the consumption is 
made that New England and At- 
lantic States will be compelled 
to undergo a method of rationing. 

One Newton store in the move 
to reduce deliveries announced 
that next Monday morning deliver- 
ies would be made before 1 p. m. 
on orders placed up to 9 o’clock 
and afternoon deliveries would be 
made before 5:30 on all orders up 
to 2 o’clock. Accompanying the 
announcement was the statement: 
“As a result of recommendations 
from the office of the Federal oil 
co-ordinator, we find it necessary 
to adjust our delivery schedules in 
the near future. All retail food 
stores operating a large delivery 
system like ours have been urged 
to decrease the number of daily 
deliveries in order to conserve on 
gasoline and oil and thus help 
avert a national shortage in these 
fuels. In order to do our part 
in this defense emergency, we are, 
therefore, putting into effect this 
revised schedule which has the 
personal endorsement of the Fed- 
eral Oil Administrator and which, 
we feel, will meet with your com- 
plete approval. Every effort will 
be made to keep our trucks on 
schedule and to assure you of defi- 
nite punctual deliveries at all 
t imes.

Anticipating a showdown in the 
conflict between the city and the 
state over the applications granted 
by the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works for six billboards in the 
city, City Solicitor Joseph W. 
Bartlett has furnished the Board 
of Aldermen with a legal opinion 
showing the discrepancies between 
the state law and the city ordi- 
nance controlling billboards. 

An outdoor advertising concern, 
after obtaining state permits for 
the six billboards, applied to the 
Public Buildings Department for 
building permits for the signs. 
Subsequently the Board of Alder- 
men turned down the applications 
ind the Building Department 
herefore withheld issuance of the 
permits. 

Because the State Department 
if Public Works has granted per- 
mits while the Board of Aider- 
men has rejected them, it is an- 
ticipated that the advertising firm 
may carry the case to court for 
a decision on the validity of the 
city ordinance that gives the 
Board of Aldermen control of the 
issuance of permits for billboards. 
Permits Asked 

In a communication to Public 
Buildings Commissioner Arthur 
Campbell, the applicant, John 
Donnelly and Sons, requested that 
building permits be issued for the 
following signs: 

A sign 25 by 12 feet on a wall 
at 337 Watertown st., corner of 
Chapel st. The State Department 
of Public Works has issued per- 
mits for this sign annually since 
1930, but local authorities have 
thwarted their erection. 

A sign 12 by 50 feet on the 
roof at 349-363 Watertown st.. 
corner of Chapel st. The state 
has likewise issued permits an- 
nually for this sign since 1930 over 
the objections of the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

A sign 12 by 25 feet at 880 
Walnut st., near Bacon st., on 
Route 128. The permits for this 
sign was issued by the state in 
1940. 

A sign 12 by 25 feet on the 
roof at 238-248 Washington st.. 
Newton Corner sq. The permit 
for this sign was also issued in 
1940.

Has No Auto 
Fatalities 
In 163 Days 

Newton Leads Population 
Class In Safety 
Contest 

With 163 consecutive days to 
yesterday without a motor fatal- 
ity in the city Newton is leading 
all communities in the state in its 
population class in the number of 
"deathless days." Announcement 
was made this week by the Mass 
Safety Council. Newton, grouped 
in the class of cities of from 50,- 
000 to 100,000 ranks along with 
Chelsea in the over 100,000 class 
and Arlington in the 25,000 to 
50,000. Chelsea has a record of 
294 consecutive days and Arling- 
ton 266 days up to August 9th. 

The traffic experts have devised 
a formula for giving the larger 
cities a "fair chance" in this type 
of competition, the bulletin stated. 
The formula was explained as fol- 
lows: 

Multiply the number of thou- 
sands of population by the num- 
ber of deathless days, which gives 
the number of man days without 
a fatality. For example: The city 
of Boston, some time ago. estab- 
lished a record of 14 days with- 
out any person being killed by an 
automobile. This gave Boston a 
record of 10,791,424 man days as 
compared with the following expe- 
rience of the aforementioned com- 
munities. 

Chelsea .... 12,130,146 man days 
Newton .... 10,830,315 man days 
Arlington . . 9,042,938 man days

School Boiler 
Installation 
Is Delayed 

That the replacement of the 
heating system in the Newton 
High School group, for which $75.- 
000 was appropriated this year, 
will extend far into the fall was 
revealed when word was received 
that the new boilers would not 
reach here until the end of Sep- 
tember, after the opening of school. 

The contract for furnishing 
three boilers to replace the pres- 
ent four was awarded by the city 
to the E. Keeler Company of Wil- 
liamsport. Pa., at a price of S31,- 
770. 

Partial Installation 

Because the boilers will arrive 
so late in the season, officials plan 
to install them one at a time, 
in order to avoid interrupting the 
heating of the school buildings. 
Two of the old boilers will be 
removed, while the others remain 
in operation. One of the new 
ones will then be installed in place 
of the two removed. When the 
new one is in operation, the other 
two old ones will be removed and 
replaced. 

The project includes the re- 
placement of the steam piping 
connecting the three buildings 
through the tunnels. There have 
been complaints that at least one 
of the buildings has boon cold in 
the past. This has been attrib- 
uted to waste resulting from the 
present piping. 

Piping Contract 

The contract for the new pip- 
ing has been awarded to the Mer- 
rill Co. of Boston at a price of 
S9SS0. The firm is to install eight- 
inch low pressure steam piping. 

In an effort to obtain earlier 
delivery of the boilers. Public 
Buildings Commissioner Arthur 
Campbell has written to the com- 
pany inquiring whether it would 
bo helpful to obtain "priority" for 
the project as a defense measure. 
He has received no reply as yet. 
Many firms have granted prefer- 
ence in delivery of equipment 
used for defense purposes. In 
view of the fact that the New- 
ton Trade School trains mechan- 
ics for defense work, the heating 
project may be considered a de- 
fense measure. 

Automatic Stokers 

The project calls for contracts 
for other work, including the in- 
stallation of auxiliary pumps and 
automatic stokers. 

When the Board of Aldermen 
appropriated the funds for the re- 
placement of the heating system 
in the high school buildings, it 
was expected that the project 
would bo carried out during the 
summer. The delay in obtaining 
delivery of the boilers has altered 
the situation, however.

Rotary Club 


"Waterproofing’’ was the sub- 
ject of the talk given by Stan- 
ley Newman, President of the 
Stanley Newman Co. of Boston, 
at the weekly meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club held Mon- 
day at the Brae Burn Country 
Club. In the course of his talk 
Mr. Newman, who is a member 
of the Newton Club, discussed Ma- 
sonry Disintegration and Efflores- 
cence, which is the discoloration 
of buildings due to mineral de- 
posits left by unevaporated water. 

All troubles which necessitate 
waterproofing services are caused 
by water which gets into the ma- 
sonry and then cannot be proper- 
ly evaporated. Among the causes 
are parapets built above the roof 
proper, cornices, copings, etc. 
These types of construction, al- 
though ornamental, are not prac- 
tical because they are "cold ma- 


sonry,” with no heat reaching it 
from inside the building. They al- 
so have three sides exposed to the 
elements. The cure is either to 
remove the ornamental construc- 
tion or to so cover it with cop- 
per that no more than one side 
is exposed to the weather. 

Mr. Newman showed some very 
excellent slides to illustrate his 
talk and concluded with the ob- 
servation that a return to sim- 
plicity of design would eliminate 
most of the causes of disintegra- 
tion and efflorescence and would 
materially reduce maintenance 
costs. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Joseph Limric, who is in charge 
of the programs for August. Pres- 
ident Charles H. Meeker presided.

A-P Stores Start 
48-Hour Week for 
All Employees 

New Store Hours An- 
nounced — Open 6 Days 

Mr. J. J. Byrnes, New England 
President of the Great Atlantic 
and Pacific Tea Company, an- 
nounced on Tuesday the inaugura- 
tion of A & P’s new 5-day, 48- 
hour week for employees in New- 
ton stores. 

“Today, we put in effect,” said 
Mr. Byrnes, "what we believe to 
be the first 5-day week and the 
shortest general working hours 
for store employees in any major 
food retailing organization. Al- 
though our stores here will con- 
tinue to serve customers six days 
a week, all employees will enjoy 
two full days a week of leisure. 
Their pay will remain the same 
as for the six-day week. This is 
further assurance that none of 
the great savings which you can 
now make through buying at A 
& P are out of the wages of our 
employees.” 

The new program is the latest 
step in A & P’s traditional policy 
of creating and maintaining for 
its employees the highest wages, 
shortest general hours and best 
working conditions in the indus- 
try, Mr. Byrnes pointed out. 

The new schedule is in sharp con- 
trast with the latest figures for 
working hours in the food indus-

Teaching Crippled Children 

Since last September the School 
department assumed the cost of 
instructing the crippled children 
confined to the New England Pea- 
body Home at Oak Hill. How 
this came about is told in the par- 
agraph from the report: 

Since 1922 the New England 
Peabody Home for Crippled 
Children has conducted a hospi- 
tal-home in Oak Hill. The Home 
currently enrolls approximately 
ninety children. Heretofore, the 
cost of educating these children 
has been borne by the Home 
through private donations made 
to it. In 1938 at the request of 
the Home, the supervisory staff of 
the Newton schools began serving 
in an advisory capacity for the ed- 
ucational program. In Septem- 
ber, 1940, the trustees of the Pea- 
body Home made a formal request 
to the School Committee that all 
instructional costs be assumed 
by the city. In conformance with 
the written opinion of the City 
Solicitor, the School Committee 
has voted to assume the responsi- 
bility and expense of providing in- 
struction at the Home beginning 
September, 1941. It is a fact that 
these children are badly handi- 
capped and are living in Newton 
for the sole purpose of receiving 
treatment that will enable them 
to return to normal childhood in 
some American community; it is 
further the legal fact that the 
School Department is responsible 
for their education while they are 
residents of the city.

The ability of Newton High 
School graduates to win college 
scholarships in competition with 
students from other schools 
throughout the country is always 
a source of satisfaction. In 1939 
this total scholarship money won 
by competitive examination or lo- 
cal grant amounted to $17,935; in 

1940, it was $18,745. So far in 

1941, $6,645 has been awarded by 
local funds and scholarships and 
$13,450 in open competitive ex- 
amination, making a total this 
year of $20,095. The record of stu- 
dent admission to colleges of their 
choice is also highly gratifying, 
but these two evidences of the 
success of the senior high school 
program do not tell the whole 
story. Nearly 50 per cent of the 
students graduating each year do 
not go on to a higher school or 
college. For them high school is 
the terminal of their formal school 
education. 

The study of the curriculum for 
the non-college preparatory stu- 
dent now under way in the New- 
ton High School is indicative of 
the awareness of the high school 
faculty of the need for careful 
planning for this large group of 
students (see page 10, Study 1 —

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School Bus Plan 

Residents in the vicinity of 
the Newton High School and 
motorists who of necessity ust) 
Walnut street near the school 
buildings will be gratified by 
the plans being proposed to 
relieve the morning and mid- 
afternoon traffic congestion 
caused by the long line of 
buses used by student pas- 
sengers. For some years traf- 
fic congestion around the high 
school has become increasing- 
ly worse causing delay to com- 
muters striving to reach the 
railroad station for their 
morning train, and others 
whose business takes them in 
the vicinity during school 
hours. By making use of Elm 
road for a half-hour period 
prior to school and during the 
closing period the situation 
should be greatly relieved.

Board Confirms Appointment 
Of Dr. Godfrey To Health Bd. 

The resignation of Major Rich- 
ard H. Lee, alderman-at-large 
from Ward 1, who was recently 
called into active army service, 
was accepted “with regret" Mon- 
day evening by the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

Major Lee said in his letter of 
resignation that he had enjoyed 
his service on the board and re- 
gretted to sever h s connection 
with it. but considered it “an hon- 
or to have some small part in the 
country’s defense.” 

Vice-president Clifford H. Walk 
er, who offered the motion that 
Lee’s resignation be accepted, re- 
marked that the board would 
“miss h : s able services” but add- 
ed that he was "glad the country 
would have the benefit of his ser- 
vice.” 

An order was adopted calling 
for the election of a successor. 
The vacancy will be filled by vote 
of the board. 

The appointment of Dr. Henry 
W. Godfrey as a member of the 
Board of Health to succeed Dr. 
Harold D. Chope, who resigned, 
was unanimously confirmed by the 
board. 

The reappointments of Frank L. 
Richardson and Ernest H. Harvey 
members of the Retirement 
Boards were also confirmed. 

Alderman Lee’s letter of resig- 
nation directed to Pres. Floyd of 
the Board was as follows: 

“By order of the Pres dent of 
the United States I have been 
called to active duty with the ar- 
my. Accordingly I tender my res- 
ignation as an alderman. 

I leave the board with regret. 
Even though I have not always 
been able to agree with my col- 
leagues I have learned to admire 
their diligence and respect the 
sincerity of their points of view. 
They have earned the respect 
which is everywhere accorded to 
them. 

As I withdraw from the com- 
mittee rooms and the aldermanic 
chamber I am particularly con- 
scious of the intangible rewards 
that come with service on the 
board. I may be particularly sen- 
s tive to them because I came to 
this city not many years ago as 
a young man from Maine without 
position or friends, and with a 
family to support. Newton was 
good to me and accepted me, and 
my recent selection as an aider- 
man has sometimes seemed to me 
to represent the end of a struggle 
and the attainment of a secure 
position in the community, and I 
would be tempted to linger in it 
if I had the opportunity. 

A great American has point- 
ed out that security is usually il- 
lusion and repose is not the des- 
t ny of man. I expect that it may

Two property owners whose 
land would be taken for the pro- 
ject opposed the proposed widen- 
ing of Charlesbank rd., from St. 
James st. to the Metropolitan 
parkway to relieve traffic conges- 
tion, at a hearing held by the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night. 

The project is a result of sev- 
eral petitions signed by many res- 
idents of the district requesting 
the widening. The plans would 
call for the taking of ten feet on 
the east side of the street to make 
it a 40-foot roadway. 

Ossian D. Brett of 164 Washing- 
ton st., owner of three houses on 
Charlesbank rd., declared at the 
hearing that the widening would 
"ruin” his property as it would 
bring the street “right up to my 
steps.” 

“It would ruin the sale value of 
the property,” he told the board. 
"I can’t see what lasting benefit 
would come of it.” His suggest- 
ed solution of the problem was to 
make Charlesbank rd. a one-way 
street or to build a bridge to car- 
ry the traffic over the railroad 
tracks. He said he also owns five 
houses on St. James st. 

The other resident who opposed 
the widen : ng was Mrs. Delia M. 
Earls of 78 Charlesbank rd. Her 
daughter, who spoke in her be- 
half, said that Mrs. Earls objected 
to the project "if it would in- 
crease the traffic.” She said her 
mother found it “impossible to 
rest” because of the present vol- 
ume of traffic. 

The proposed construction and 
acceptance of Lindbergh ave., 
West Newton, from Waltham st. 
to Princess rd., also brought forth 
opposition at the hearing held on 
Monday night. Although the pro- 
ject is the result of a petition by 
some of the property owners in 
the district, it was opposed by res- 
idents on the Waltham street end 
of Lindbergh ave. 

Objecting only because the con- 
struction would cause a “hard- 
ship” for h m “to pay the better- 
ments,’’ Albert M. Kreider of 24 
Lindbergh ave., offered to give the 
names of some property owners 
who signed the petition but had 
since decided to oppose it. 

Mrs. Ebba C. Cullen of 10 Lind- 
bergh ave. said she saw no rea- 
son for the construction of the 
road near her home because it was 
“in good condition.” In sympa- 
thy with her opinions were Ar- 
thur W. Vaughan of 16 Lindbergh 
(Continued on Page 6) 


Order Barn 
On Waverley 
Ave. Razed 

Aldermen Condemn 
Structure As 
Dangerous 

Heeding the pleas of residents 
of the section, the Board of Al- 
dermen ordered the owners of the 
barn at 183 Waverley ave. to 
"hoard it up” or raze it within 30 
days, after a public hearing on the 
matter Monday evening. 

The structure was described as 
a fire hazard by the fire chief, and 
an eyesore by the adjoining prop- 
erty owners. The board ordered 
that the owners start the work of 
"boarding up” or destroying the 
building within seven days. 

Frederick G. Howe of 167 Wav- 
erley ave. sa d that the barn was 
10 feet from his home and “inch- 
es” from his property line. He 
told the board that it was a dan- 
gerous structure, having been the 
scene of two fires which required 
the attention of firemen. He also 
complained of the odor from the 
barn and said that the side walls 
were gone and that it was being 
used to “park promiscuously.” 

Mrs. E. C. Coll ns, 117 Nonan- 
tum st., said that, since she had 

moved into the neighborhood, 

there had been "at least one fire,” 
and Elliot G. Vivian, owner of 
property at 186 Park st., de- 
nounced the structure as an 

"eyesore and fire menace.” 

The barn is located on property 
for which an unsuccessful attempt 
was made recently for a permit 
to establish a private school for 
boys.

West Newton, one of the al- 
leged ringleaders in the riot in 
West Newton sq. on Aug. 8. was 
held in $800 bail in Newnon Dis- 
trict Court last Saturday after 
he pleaded not guilty to charges 
of inciting a riot and disturbing 
the peace. 

He was held for a hearing next 
Saturday, when the cases of 11 
others arrested in the riot are 
also scheduled to be tried. He 
was the 16th man to be arrested. 
Two were released without ar- 
raignment and the cases of two 
others have been tried. One of 
the cases which has been tried 
was that of a 16-year-old boy who 
was given a suspended sentence to 
the Shirley Industrial School on 
Friday. Judge Weston remarked 
that were it not for the fact that 
the defendant was a juvenile, a 
more severe sentence would be im- 
posed. 

Roche was arrested at Swift 
Beach, Wareham. on Friday, 
where he was found by Sergeant 
Richard L. Bannon and Joseph B. 
Lyons to be recuperating from a 
severe cut on the head, said to 
have been received during the riot. 
According to the police, he had 
been treated at the Waltham Hos- 
pital after escaping from the scene 
of the fray. Seven stitches were 
taken in the wound in his head. 
He said he told the hospital of- 
ficials that his injury was indicted 
by a beer bottle during a fight. 
The hospital neglected to notify 
the police, however, but Inspector 
Lyons learned of the fact when he 
called the institution Sunday eve- 
ning to make a checkup. 

How Roche suffered his injury 
during the riot could not be de- 
termined. but some of the police- 
men engaged in the fray used 
their clubs when they found that 
they were far outnumbered by

Although the members of the 
Planning Board favored the pro- 
posed rezoning of land near Crys- 
tal Lake, for which a petition 
signed by 78 residents was filed, 
the Board of Aldermen Monday 
evening refused to change the 
land from manufacturing and 
business district to a single resi- 
dence zone. 

The Planning Board voted 5 to 
2 for the change, and submitted 
the following unanimous resolu- 
tion: 

"Resolved, that the Planning 
Board is of the opinion that the 
land now* in the business zone on 
the northwest side of Centre st. 
from Norwood ave. to Crescent 
ave. should be rezoned and placed 
in the Single Residence B district, 
and they recommend that the zon- 
ing ordinance be so changed that 
a hearing be held in September 
on the proposed change.” 

Stating that many of the sign- 
ers "do not live in the neighbor- 
hood," George E. Rawson, chair- 
man of the claims and rules com- 
mittee, told the board that in 1935 
a similar petition was rejected, 
although at that time the peti- 
tion called for placing the land in 
a private residence zone. “That 
petition was not as restrictive, but 
the committee at that time rec- 
ommended leave to withdraw’ on 
the ground that for the neigh- 
bors to get together and zone the 
other fellow’’s land and nothing 
else was confiscation,’’ he said. 

That one of the signers of the 
petition had been persuaded to 
sign "under misrepresentation,” 
was told to the board by Aider- 
man Joseph B. Jamieson. He also 
said that at a hearing on the peti- 
tion. a representative of an im- 
provement association who fa- 
vored the petition admitted that 
he “didn’t know what zone the 
surrounding property was in.” 

Jamieson also revealed that op- 
ponents of the petition had sub- 
mitted evidence showing that if 
houses were built on the land at 
the shore of the lake, a road would 
have to be constructed to provide 
access to them, thereby doubling 
the cost of the development. 

He quoted Albert Temperley, 
owner of adjacent property, as 
saying that he favored the change, 
but that his conscience moved him 
to question his right “to deprive 
the owners of the value of the 
land." since the petitioners pro- 
pose to put the land "in the high- 
est zone, thereby taking value 
from the owners of the property.” 

Vice-president Clifford H. Walk- 
er opposed the petition, stating: 
"When it is necessary to take 
property to accomplish a public 
purpose, it should be taken by 
eminent domain and proper com- 
pensation should be awarded the 
owner." He said that it would 
be "a rank injustice and utterly 
unwarranted" to change the zone 
as provided in the petition. 

Alderman Carroll J. Hoffman 
agreed that it would be “discrim- 
inatory legislation” and that "sin- 
gle residence goes too far.” 

It was suggested by Alderman 
John Temperley that action be de- 
ferred so that a conference with 
the Planning Board might be held 
on the matter. Alderman Max- 
well P. Gaddis favored a hearing 
on the Planning Board’s resolu- 
tion. 

On the grounds that delay 
"would do no good," Alderman 
Jamieson opposed deferred ac- 
tion. "We must start from the 
bottom and go all over it again,” 
he stated concerning solution of 
the zoning problem at the loca- 
tion. 

Regulations calling for a one- 
hour parking limit near 387-389- 
395 Washington st., Ward 1. and 
angle parking on Washington st, 
from Parsons st. to Cross st. 
Ward 3, w hich were recommended 
by Chief of Police Michael T. 
Hughes, were rejected by the 
board. 

A plea from Ernest E. Fewkes 
for a permit to change a single 
dwelling at 120 Hyde st., Newton 
Highlands, to a two-family house 
in a single residence district was 
granted by the board, following a 
public hearing held on the matter 
by the claims and rules commit- 
tee. Chairman Rawson said that 
there would be no external

Report Praised

Kiwanis Club 


E. J. Pease, vice pres : dent of 
the Newton Kiwanis Club, dis- 
cussed the situation in regard to 
the conservation of petroleum 
products at the meeting of the lo- 
cal Kiwanis Club last Tuesday. Mr. 
Pease emphasized the importance 
of conserving every drop of gas- 
oline poss : ble, in order to avoid 
real want and possible suffering 
later on. Mr. Pease said that the 
State of Massachusetts had al- 
ready made a lot of progress in 
reducing gasoline consumption, 
and in fact led all of the eastern 
states in this respect, but he em- 
phasized that even larger savings 
were necessary. 

He stated that in Massachusetts 
during the summer months ap- 
prox’mately 126,000,000 gallons of 
petroleum productss per month 
were being used. Most of this is 
gasoline at the present time. Dur- 
ing the winter months the people 
of Massachusetts would consume 
approximately 294,000,000 gallons 
per month of petroleum products, 
most of which would be fuel oil. 
Approximately 700,000 tons of 
tanker transportation normally 
used to supply petroleum products 
to the eastern seaboard are now 
being used in the defense pro- 
gram. With the rema’ning tank- 
ers it has been barely possible to 
keep up with the consumption of 
gasoline to date, so that almost no 
progress has been made as yet 
in building up necessary fuel oil 
stocks to last next winter. Mr. 
Pease emphasized that unless a 
million gallons a month saving in 
gasoline could be achieved in 
Massachusetts, at once, that it 
might be impossible to bring in all 
of the fuel oil next winter which 
would actually be needed. He 
urged the members of the local 
club personally to all use their in- 
fluence toward conservation in ev- 
ery possible wuy; first, by cutting 
out unnecessary pleasure driving; 
second, by being sure that their 
cars were in proper operating con- 
dition; and third, by driving ut 
reusonuble speeds. He stuted that 
at 35 miles an hour the consump- 
tion of gasoline per mile Is ap- 
proximately one half the consump- 
tion ut 60 miles per hour, and the 
consumption of motor oil at 35 
miles per hour is approximately 
one Ilf tli the consumption ut 60 
miles per hour.

Rotary Club 


The Reverend Samuel M. Lind- 
say, D.D., pastor of the Brookline 
Baptist Church, was the speaker 
at the weekly meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club held Monday 
at the Brae Burn Country Club. 
He spoke on "Russia" and gave 
some information that he had ob- 
tained first-hand on visits to the 
country in 1931 and 1936. 

From a geographical standpoint 
Russia occupies one sixth of the 
earth’s surface and has a popula- 
tion of one hundred eighty mil- 
lion. It has rich nrneral wealth, 
fertile soil, great rivers and for- 
ests and a climate that varies 
from arctic to semi-tropic. The 
only limitation of the country geo- 
graphically is the fact that it has 
practically no sea coast and few 
deep harbors. The Russian people 
are l nguistic geniuses, most of 
them speaking several languages, 
and this attribute is not confined 
to any one class but is general 
throughout the population. 

Dr. Lindsay said that on his 
first visit in 1931 he found every- 
thing in the country standardized. 
All classes, government officials, 
students, workers, prisoners, etc., 
ate the same food and received 
the same wages. Although condi- 
tions had improved somewhat in 
1936 Russia is still a gigantic 
poorhouse and prison, its people 
being the poorest fed and housed 
in all Europe. 

As between Communism and 
Fascism Dr. Lindsay believes they 
are essentially the same thing. 
Communism is the Russian inter- 
pretation, and Fascism the Ger- 
man and Italian, of the doctrines 
of Karl Marx. In actual practice 
the theories have not worked and 
their trial in Russia has reduced 
the Russians to a nation of pau- 
pers. The only reason the people 
have stood these conditions is be- 
cause of their belief that "tomor- 
row” things will be different. 

In conclusion Dr. Lindsay said 
the Russian army has been pre- 
paring for war since 1920 and that 
several billions have been spent on 
armaments. This army has proved 
itself to be the only one in Eu- 
rope which could stand against 
Germany. All the others have 
either fallen or withdrawn in far 
less t me. They now show signs 
of crumbling but even if the Ger- 
mans progress further into the 
country they would be unable to 
completely conquer it due to the 
large population and immense 
size. However, Dr. Lindsay feels 
that if the Germans obtain con- 
trol of the Ukraine and Caucasus 
regions, with their vast supplies 
of oil and wheat, the present Eu- 
ropean war may well continue for 
ten years. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Joseph Limric of the program 
committee and President Charles 
H. Meeker presided. Vice-Presi- 
dent Mathew Ruane gave a short 
report on the District conference 
held at Wellesley last week.

WILLIAM Z. RIPLFjY 

William Z. Ripley, professor 
emeritus of political economy at 
Harvard University, and a na- 
tionally known authority on rail- 
roads and finance, died on Satur- 
day. August 16 at East Edgooomb. 
Maine. Prof. Ripley whose home 
was at 38 Bracehridge rd., New- 
ton Centre, was bom in Medford, 
on October 13, 1867, the son of 
Nathaniel L. and Estimate Bald- 
win Ripley. lie was graduated 
from Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in 1890 and during the 
next three years took A.M. and 
Ph D. degrees from Columbia Uni- 
versity. In 1893 he married Ida 

S. Davis of Newton Centre. 

He taught economics at M. I. 

T. from 1893 to 1901 when he 
became professor of political econ- 
omy at Harvard. He had served 
in many public positions first as 
counsel to the United States In- 
dustrial Commission, administra- 
tor of Labor Standards for the War 
Department during 1917-1918. and 
for the following two years was 
chairman of the national adjust- 
ment commission of the United 
States Shipping Board. He was 
for several years associated with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and in 1921 acted as special 
examiner on the consolidation of 
railroads of the United States. He 
was also a specialist in the field 
of anthropology and was a mem- 
ber of the Society of Anthropology 
in Paris, the Roman Anthropology 
Society and the Society of Nat- 
ural Sciences in Cherbourg. He 
was the author of several books. 
He had for many years been a 
director of the Chicago. Rock 
Island Pacific Railroad and was 
president of the American Eco- 
nomics Association. 

He is survived by his widow.

prove good for me to have to 
move on to a less easy way of 
life, and I know that it will not 
injure the board. In fact the most 
obvious weakness in this body 
comes from the tendency of a few 
to linger on for many terms, un- 
willing to give way to new blood. 

Tt would be misleading for me 
to dwell overmuch upon my re- 
luctance to leave civil 1 fe. I am 
proud to serve in the military 
forces under the fearless decisive 
leadership of our able Comman- 
der-in-Chief. There are two erro- 
neous statements often made by 
people who should know better. 
One is that we must have dis- 
agreement at home in order to 
keep democracy alive, and the oth- 
er is that our democracy cannot 
survive a war. Unless free peo- 
ple can unite in self-discipline they 
cannot hope to stand against the 
regimented might of the dictators. 

I have no fears but that the peo- 
ple of this country can and will 
get back all the rights which they 
may be called upon to forego 
temporarily during emergency or 
war. This country was born in 
a war and has survived five oth- 
ers with no diminution of its dem- 
ocratic spirit. It is as worth fight- 
ing for now as at any time in the 
past and it is an honor to have 
some small part in its defense.

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Two- Alarm 
Fire Destroys 
Big Dairy Barn 

Four Firemen Hurt 
In $15,000 Newton 
Centre Blaze 


A spectacular two-alarm fire 
on Monday afternoon destroyed a 
large dairy bam and damaged a 
dwelling on the farm of Frank A. 
and Daniel W. Hurley, milk deal- 
ers, on Hurley place off the Wor- 
cester Turnpike at Newton Cen- 
tre. The estimated damage was 
placed at $15,000. Four firemen 
were injured when a ladder upon 
which they had been working for 
two hours fell. The ladder had 
been resting against the ruins and 
when hay sh'fted the ruins col- 
lapsed. 

Laddermen Louis R. Antonellis, 
Patrick J. Zeola, and Edward R. 
Reilly, who were near the top of 
the 25-foot ladder fell to the 
ground. Captain Francis Linne- 
han who was at the foot of the 
ladder, was injured attempting to 
prevent the ladder from slipping. 
The injured men were taken to 
the Newton Hospital where Anto- 
nellis and Zeola were found to be 
suffering from back injuries 
Reilly was injured about the face 
and Captain Linnehan had an in- 
jured foot. 

Thirty cows, three horses, and 
ten pigs were saved from the 
burning structure before the blaze 
enveloped the barn. It was the 
third big fire at the dairy plant 
in the past twenty-five years. Five 
years ago lightn ng struck the 
building and the fire destroyed the 
dairy barn after which the struc- 
ture was rebuilt. In 1916 in an 
equally intensive blaze 75 cattle 
perished. 

A duplex house about 100 feet 
from the burning bam caught fire 
from flying sparks. Mrs. Dorothy 
Estey, who resides in one part of 
the house carried out her son, 
Kenneth, 15 months old and an- 
other child James Balaguer, aged 
four. The burning buildings sent 
huge volumes of smoke over the 
area and traffic on the nearby 
turnpike was impeded for a long 
time. Police succeeded, however, 
in keeping the traffic moving. 

Among the first to reach the 
fire was Arnold C. Barker, presi- 
dent of the Newton Safety Coun- 
cil and chief of the Auxiliary Fire 
Department about 3.30 as he was 
driving along the turnpike. Don- 
ning his fireman’s helmet and di- 
recting traffic he joined the first 
fire company to reach the scene 
in laying hose from hydrants on 
the turnpike. It was raining when 
the fire started, from an un- 
known cause, and the downpour 
became heavier as the fire pro- 
gressed. For hours the firemen 
poured water into the smoulder- 
ing hay and a detail remained at 
work all night. 

Thomas Fallon of Olde Field 
rd., an investigator in the Newton 
Welfare department, discovered 
the fire and sent in the first tele- 
phone call to the fire departmnt

John J. Roche stated that he ac- 
companied Private Flaherty to 
find out about the brother and 
the crowd followed. "I suddenly 
got hit on the head” he said, “and 
someone picked me up and took 
me home.” He later went to the 
Waltham Hospital, received treat- 
ment and the following day went 
to Wareham where he was ar- 
rested the next Friday by New- 
ton police. 

Dr. T. M. Gallagher testified 
that he treated Private Flaherty 
for a wound on the side of the 
head which he said was the result 
of a fall to the street. He ad- 
mitted that it was “remotely pos- 
sible” that the wound had been 
inflicted by a club before the de-

Newton People 
Injured in Auto 
Crash at Gloucester 


Injuries to ten persons, four of 
them Newton residents, and three 
badly smashed automobiles was 
the result of a midnight crash on 
Essex avenue causeway, Glouces- 
ter last Sunday morning. The 
injured, which included Mr. and 
Mrs. Carroll A. Swaney of Clyde 
st., Newtonville and Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Moore of Waban were 
rushed to the hospital by pass- 
ing motorists. 

Police viewing the wrecked cars 
following the accident were at a 
loss to explain why there had been 
none killed. Two of the cars were 
considered a total loss. 

Investigation of the accident 
not being completed they inti- 
mated that certain of the three 
cars were speeding and that at 
least one car appeared to be out 
of its proper lane. One car oper- 
ated by Mary Markos of Ipswich, 
traveling toward Essex, locked 
left front wheels with a car op- 
erated by John F. Masury of Ro- 
chester, N. H.. traveling in the 
opposite direction. Both wheels 
were tom off by the impact and 
the Markos car swung around in 
a slanting fashion d.rectly into 
the Swanqy car which was trav- 
eling toward Gloucester, behind 
the Masury car. The left front 
wheel of the Newtonville man s 
car was also smashed. The wind- 
shields of all three cars were 
smashed causing injuries to the 
occupants. 

Moore. 42 years old, who was 
riding with Swaney in the front 
seat was thrown against the wind- 
shield, his head apparently going 
through it. Fourteen stitches were 
necessary to close the resulting 
wound about his mouth, fourteen 
more stitches to close a cut in 
his r.ght knee, and four stitches 
just below his left knee. Several 
teeth were also broken. It is be- 
lieved he will be confined to the 
hospital for about ten days. 

Swaney, «ll years old, who hits 
a summer residence on River rd., 
Annisquam, received abrasions on 
the forehead, chest and rib in- 
juries, and injuries to his right 
arm and both legs was also treat- 
ed for many broken bones in his 
right hand. 

Mrs. Swaney and Mrs. Moore 
were injured about the legs and 
amis and suffered from nervous 
shock. After treatment at the 
hospital they were discharged.

I Mill Brook in order to drain a 
large swamp section at Oak Hill 
has struck a snag in the opposition 
, of a property owner, James H. 
Goddard of 116 Vine st., whose 
land borders the brook. The New- 
ton engineering department has 
. prepared plans for straightening 
the course of the brook as well as 
I deepening it. The project would 
drain the nearby swamp covering 
about 30 acres in Newton and a 
; large area in Brookline and Rox- 
bury. 

Goddard’s opposition is based 
largely on the contention that the 
brook enhances the appearance of 
his property. In a letter to the 
| city, protesting the relocation of 
the brook, he suggests that the 
| present course of the stream be 
j deepened. Copies of his letter of 
! protest were sent to Arnold Hart- 
mann, trustee of the Bald Pate 
Hill Realty Trust, one of the own- 
i ers of the land that would be 
I improved; Mayor Paul M. God- 
| dard, the Board of Aldermen, the 
I Oak Hill Improvement Associa- 
j tion, City Engineer Ernest H. 
Ilarvey, and his attorney, Robert 
j T. Bushnell. 

He stated his objection as a tax- 
payer to the $15,000 expenditure 
and quoted Shedd and Constance 
Vandenbert, abuttors, as also ob- 
jecting to any betterments which 
j might be assessed against them. 

I He also expressed the fear that 
I during the course of the work the 
sewer connection to his property 
might be damaged. He added thht 
if the city is desirous of spending 
money for improving the section I 
that water service should be pro- 
vided for the three houses in the 
Vine st. district which must now 
obtain their water supply from 
artesian wells. Because of the re- 
sulting ‘‘damage” to his property 
he refused to sign the legal re- 
leases sought of the property own- 
ers of the area. 


fendant fell to the street. Hnck- 
ett complained that the assault 
and battery charge against him 
was brought two weeks after his 
arrest for drunkenness and dis- 
turbing the peace. 

The trial opened on Saturday 
morning and at noon was sus- 
pended to Tuesday.

They were cross-ex- 
amined by counsel for some of 
the defendants. 

Patrolman Gagnon, who was 
pictured as the intended victim of 
the wrath of the crowd estimated 
at from 150 to 200 in number, 
was the first witness. He told 
how he approached four men near 
the West Newton theatre and 
tried to arrest one of them for 
drunkenness. As he seized his 
prisoner another of the group, 
John J. Flaherty, struck him on 
the right arm. Letting go of 
his prisoner he started after Fla- 
herty who fled into a nearby beer 
parlor. Gagnon entered and was 
met by a menacing group. He then 
arrested Edward L. Bradley. 

Gagnon and Patrolman Cunning- 
ham related how they found John 
Flaherty a half hour later on 
Washington st. and the latter put 
up a “terrific battle.” Cunning- 
ham said that Flaherty kicked 
and fought while a large crowd 
gathered, some of them warning, 
"don’t pull your clubs or we’ll 
all get into it.” Patrolman Lynch 
stated that he put the “iron 
claw’’ on Flaherty’s left hand. 
"There was also a claw on his 
right hand but he complained that 
it hurt and it was removed.” 

Patrolmen Lynch and Cunning- 
ham stated that Sergeant Lee- 
han warned Private Flaherty at 
11:30 to go home and when he 
started in the opposite direction 
he was arrested. This incident 
set off the big riot which occurred 
opposite the police station. 

Lynch then told the court how 
he was hit a dozen times, kicked, 
and his pants torn. He stated 
that Private Flaherty hit him in 
the side of the face and that 
both he and Sergeant Leehan 
were knocked to the ground. “I 
took my club out" but when the 
sergeant said not to use sticks "I 
put it back.” 

Sergeant Leehan related how 
he tried to pacify the crowd at 
the part at Putnam st. but in 
vain. He testified that John Roche 
and Robert Flaherty were the 
spokesmen with Flaherty saying 
"we’ll get Gagnon before the night 
is over” and Roche saying, "why 
not now.” He said that when the 
riot started there about 1000 peo- 
ple in the square and traffic was 
tied up. 

Francis L. McDonald was the 
only defendant to testify on Sat- 
urday. He stated that he works 
nights and alighted from a bus 
at West Newton sq. about 12:50 
a. m., meeting an officer who told 
him there was trouble in the 
square. Continuing on his way 
home he met Patrolman George 
McNeil who ordered him to move 
on. He walked on a ways, took 
out his pipe and finding he had 
no matches returned to obtain 
some when Officer McNeil arrested 
him. He concluded stating that 
he was a married man with three 
children and was entitled to be 
protected, not arrested. 

When Judge Weston announced 
a continuation of the cases to 
Tuesday counsel for Private Fla- 
herty requested that court re- 
convene on Monday as the soldier 
was on special leave from Fort 
Wright. Judge Weston replied 
that the soldier would have no 
more to answer for than he had 
already and that he could tell 
his superiors the court ordered 
him to be in Newton on Tues- 
day.
